"WILL ALWAYS INFRINGE."

considerable number 
of Republican 


senator dissatisfied with the 
duties 


to which he had objection and that 
he was hopeful of getting an agree- 
ment with the committee majority 
for a maximum duty of 60 per cent. 
Should his effort in this direction 
prove fruitful it is his plain to make 
a fight In the senate. 


The senator estimated that the 


duties on the coarse wool products 
ranged from 26 to 137 per cent. He 
made it plain that he was not op- 
posing the committee duties on the 
fine grades of wool either in the 
raw state or manufactured products.

BOUGHT HEAVILY. 


The firm bought huge stocks of 


sugar at the' high prices prevalent 
prior to 1921, and when rices dropped 
faced bankruptcy, Receivers decided 
to revive the Lolly Pop. They boiled 
down the sugar, flavored It, wrap1 
ped It In brightly colored paper, and 
the flapper did the rest. 


The court ordered creditors of the 


firm to show cause, August 7, why 
they should not accept a settlement 
offer made by the company.

Paris, July 22—French policy now 


is being concentrated 
on England 


to secure relief from 
the financial 


crisis. The French at last are con- 
vinced that mutual cancellation can- 
not be looked for with the approval 
of the United States under existing 
conditions. But they hope that, later 
on, something can be done, 


NOT PRACTICAL. 


That the reparations 
clauses of 


the treaty of Versailles are unwork- 
able is now the conclusion of most 
of the leaders of French 
finance. 


Concessions so far 
made, they say, 


have all been In England's 
favor. 


Polncare, as a result, has taken this 
stand, "No more concessions with- 
out 
compensation." 
> 


The only question Is what kind of 


compensator.? For 
a time 
It was 


hoped that England might 
be in- 


duced to yield on the Turkish ques- 
tion and adopt the* French thesis of 
a peace in Asia Minor 
at the ex- 


pense of the 
Greeks. 
This would 


have been in France's 
favor. 
But 


that now seems impossible. 


ANNUL CREDITS. 


So now the 
big guns of French 


diplomacy are turning 
toward the 


debt 
question. 
England 
Is being 


urged to start the 
ball rolling by 


annulling her credits against France. 
Back of the proposal 
Is the belief 


that if England should act it would 
be easier to get American approval 
of a general cancellation. 


England has, after all, the most 


to gain from general 
cancellation, 


because she Is the trading nation 
par 
excellence, and it Is 
agreed 


everywhere that International debts 
hamper trade. England will also ob- 
tain in return a 
reduction of Ger- 


many's reparation debt, 
for which 


she has constantly clamored. 


"SHOW THE WAT". 


"Let England show the way with 


a fine gesture of sacrifice and then 
It will be easy to 
explain 
to the 


American voter that America Is not 
being trapped Into paying for the 
whole war out of her own pocket." 


That Is the French 
proposal, as 


yet not officially acknowledged, but 
which Is beginning to leak out-dis- 
creetly. 


CAN CHANGE POLICY. 


And while England has been deaf 


to similar propoals In the past, Mr. 
Lloyd George has 
never renounced 


the right to change his mlnfl, es- 
pecially when there Is some political 
advantage to be gained from It. In 
,the present case he would gain favor 
In two quarters by such a move. He 
would win the sympathy of the pro- 
French elements represented by the 
Northclifte press, 
and 
their 
half- 


brothers, the "die hards" of Jlorn- 
Ing Post allegiance; and he would' 
pet support from 
the 
Manchester 


Liberals who want free unhampered 
trade for their giant factories. 


It 
Is not 
altogether

Topeka, Kas., July 22—In Kansas 


the Industrial court act provides for 
the 
protection of the public- against 


the cessation of an essential industry. 
Coal mining- Is an essential Industry. 


The Industrial act provides an im- 


perial tribunal of 3 men whose busi- 
ness it Is to adjudicate controversies 
between operators s,nd miners when 
the two parties can no longer agree. 
The law also provides as a last re- 
sort that the state may take over 
the coal mines and operate them 
In the public Interest for the purpose 
of protecting the people against a 
/amlne In fuel. The court has powe* 
to fix minimum wage scales, to pro- 
tect those who are at work against 
Interference In any form cither by 
violence, threats, intimidation or so- 
called peaceful picketing. 


TEMPOEART ORDER. 


In Kansas Immediately prior 
to1 


the cessVion of mining on April 1 
the court of industrial relations made 
a temporary order permitting 
the 


continuance of the old wage 
scale 


and working conditions for a period 
of thirty""days to enable to operators 
and miners to begin and "if possible 
conclude negotiations for a new con- 
tract. 


The operators did not 
object 
to 


such order »nd offered to commence 
negotiations Immediately. The mine 
leaders declined the benefits of such 
order. The Industrial .court then di- 
rected the operators to- resume min- 
ing; for the purpose of .meeting the 
Kansas demand as H arose, guar- 
anteeing protection to th* mines and 
to the workers. 


'• WERE RESUMED. 


The operations were resumed lit 


once with the understandlnr 
that 


the mine owners should keep a suffi- 
cient number of properties operating; 
to produce all th* coal needed for 
Kansas domestlo and Industrial uses. 
If the operators themselves failed In 
this then the state would take over 
the mines, 


Th« state guarantees that the men 


who are working in the mines shall 
have full protection from those who 
are out and that an Invasion of the 
rights of any man who Is at work 
by a striker will be promptly punish- 
ed. Troops have not been needed to 
protect the rights of the men who 
are at work. As tha demand for coal 
Ino.-eases, more mines are opened and 
the number of men willing to work 
grows every day.

Editor Makes Bond 


October Trial.

rant charging William Allen White, 
author and editor, with violation of 
th» industrial court law In displaying 
a placard 
sympathizing with 
the 


striking railroad shopmen, was Issued 
in 'district court today. 


Mr. White, through his attorney, 


immediately made bond for hl» ap- 
pearance when the case Is called for 
trial in district court in October. 


The warrant, nlgned by County 


Atty. Roland Boynston, a nephew, of 
Mr. White, wan Issued on an informa- 
tion filed by a representative of GOT. 
Ailen, life-long friend of tha edi- 
tor. 


REMOVES SIGN. 


Immediately after the warrant had 


been served, Mr. White removed from 
display the' placard which today ex- 
pressed 62 per cent sympathy with 
striking railroad men. 


In a statment Mr. White said the 


objectionable placard would not be 
displayed pending legal settlement of 
the case. 
The statement explained 


that this section was "no compro- 
mise, absolutely no acknowledgment 
of the right of the state to suppress 
free utterance, published In decent 
and orderly manner," but followed "a 
profound belief In law and legal pro- 
cesses." 


SPECIFIC CHARGES. 


The warrant for Mr. White's arrest 


charges specifically that he "hinder- 
ed, delayed, Interfered with and sus- 
pended operation' 'of trains on the 
•Atohison, Topeka and Santa Fe rail- 
road. 


"When a law or a ruling or a legal 


authority aftronti a man's conscience 
just two courses are open to him," 
said Mr. White in the statement. 


SEEKS ANNULMENT: 


"He must geek its repeal in the leg- 


islature or its annulment in court. 
The Kansas ' legislature IB not In 
session. My only other .course Is to 
•eek the annulment of the order 
which seems to me to restrict free- 
dom of utterance. The risk is great, 
but the action quicker. If, In seek- 
ing the" annulment of any order or 
law, the protesting citizens obeya the 
order or law while the case is pend- 
ing, no man can question his mo- 
tive.

610,000 Coal Miners 


Have Deserted Shafts

Decatur i« Quits rich In historical 


markers only -when one considers 
I^ecatyr and the neighboring country. 
It is really surprising that a district. 
Co well known to a number of famous 
people, as Macon county was ehould 
have so few markers of 
historical 


ipots. 


It is quite evident that the pec-jle 


tround here are not of the same type 
as those In New England. There ther 
is a marker for most any thing One 
bronze tablet marks the spot where 
a. man was scalped by the Indians 
ind on one in the town has any Idea 
who the man was except his name 
and that he was scalped at that spot. 
Here we pass up the most historical 
spots and get along with very few 
tablets or monuments of any kind. 


THE OLD COURTHOUSE 


Every one knows th6 court house 


fct Falrvlew. At least every one has 
heard about It. It Is the court house 
In which Lincoln practiced law when 
he was near here. It was built 
In 


1S29 ana is as nearly like the ori- 
ginal as Is possible to make it For 
*. while it was used as a barn and 
was fixed up and placed in the park 
by the D. A. R. 


At the time that it •« as moved to 


its present location, several people 
In and around Decatur donated furn- 
i'ure, dishes and other relics of Lin- 
coln's life to be kept in the cabin. 
MARK WHERE ABE TRAVELED. 


On Lincoln Square, on the side of 


the West's drug store, It a 
tablet 


that marks ths way Lincoln passed 
when he was practicing law. He was 
not an unusual person to 
see 
on 


Lincoln square In the early days of 
his life as a lawyer. 


Another 
bronze 
tablet 
on th; 


grounds of the Art Institute marks 
another place on the circuit that he 
tsed to ride while practicing law. 


LINCOLN S HOME. 


Another marker 
connected with 


Lincoln Is the boulder 
and bronze 


tablet placed on the Scroggln 
farm 


near Harrlstown by the D. A. R. It 
Is a granite boulder In its natural 
state with a tablet on one side tell- 
ing of its purpose. It was designed 
by Gnndol aj.d Co., one of the oldest 
residents of the H;» county who .came 
here in 1864. 


This boulfiof marks the site 
of 


Lincoln's log- home in Illinois and Is 
placM near the corner of the Sorog- 
gin house which '» probably on the 
fact location of the Lincoln cabin 
The original cabin was moved away 
and Destroyed many years ago. 


MARK WIGWAM SITE. 


On South State street Is a tablet 


placed there in 1915 to mark the spot 
of the "wigwam" convention where 
Lincoln was 
first 
mentioned 
for 


United States president. Here the re- 
publican conevntion was held in I860 
and Lincoln was talked of as being 
the man for the position of 
presi- 


dent 


The Milllkln Building now. stands 


where the wig'wam was 
and 
the 


tablet has been placed on the (Ids of 
the building as near the entrance of 
the tent as It ffaa possible to dis- 
cover. Governor Ogleeby 
was 
the 


man to nominate Lincoln 
for 
the 


presidency. 


THE WORNICK HOME. 


One or two miles from the Lincoln 


home was the place of William Wor- 
nlck, who was the first sheriff of 
Macon county 
and fought 
in 
the 


Black Hawk war. Mr. Wornlck came 
from Korth Carolina and built this 
house which Is probably the 
oldest 


occupied house in 
Macon County. 


There Lincoln visited a number of 
times. There He studied law when he 
first became interested 


In 1910 Robert Huddleston had a 


walnut rail that Lincoln had 
opllt, 


possibly It li yet on the farm. This 
was the famous "Thirty-three mile 
house" because It was just thirty 
three miles from Springfield. 
It is 


one of the most Interesting places in 
the county and used to be known as 
one of the best taverns around here. 


OLD DANTOWN. 


Another historical place around 


here is the famous old "Dantown" or 
"West Danville." It Is Just 
a little 


more than a mile east of Argenta. 
Originally thers wore 15 or 20 houses 
and a mill in this town but when the 
railroad was built it went 
west of 


the town and most of 
the people 


moved to Argenta. 


It was a Spanish trading post In 


the days after the white men start- 
ed to come to the middle west and 
before the English settled. A number 
of Spanish coins havs been 
picked 


up around It and on* had the date 
of 1801 on it The most notabl* thine 
about the town was the 
dlstilUry 


that was run by V. D. Ross for so 
many years. It is not 
known 
just 


how old this distillery Is but there 
ars quite authetical reports that it 
was built aoout 1850. 
R E V O L U T I O N ART SOLDIER'S 


GRAVE. 


In Argenta 
there is 
a 
markpr 


placed, on the grave 
of 
William 


Dickey, by the D. A. R. He was the 
only revolutionary 
soldier 
to 
be 


buried in Macon county and until the 
D. A. R. placed a marker 
on 
his 


grave, it was only marked 
by 
a 


plain white slab. He was born In Vir- 
ginia In 1764 and there are som« re- 
ports that he enlisted In the army 
after the war was over. He Is burled 
in the Friend's Creek cemetary. 
n 


On the border between Oakley and 


Whltmore townships there 
is 
the 


site of the old Lorton Trading post 
It was erected about 1816 and used 
as a trading post for the Indians un- 
til 1825 or 1886. At times there were 
200 to 500 Indians camping around 
this post. The man who 
built 
<t 


cams from St. Joe, Mich., and 
was 


oie of the first white persons known 
to have lived in Macon county. 
It 


was used until the Indians were re- 
moved from this part of the country 
by iv treaty. 


At 421 West William itreet 
was 


the house built by Governor Oglesby. 
It was where the house of Frank L, 
Evans now stands. Pa^t of the house 
was sold and moved away a number 
of years a?o. 


TREE. 


In Falrilew park, just south west 


ot the Pavilion, Is the tree that was 
dedicated to the memory of General 
U. S. Grant. This was dedicated In 
1931 by the G. A. R. and marks the 
place where Grant met his first com- 
mand here In ,1880. 


G A R . TABLET. 


In 1915 a bronze tablet was dedi- 


cated to tha organization of the G. A 
R. This tablet was placed on 
the 


building in which the G. A. R. was 
first organized on South Park street 
in 1SS6. It stayed there until 
the 


building collapsed and was then re- 
moved to the G. A. R. rooms for safe 
keeping until some plaos suitable for 
the marker could be found. 


BOULDER. 


On the south side of Central Park 


is a boulder under an elm tree which 
commemorated the place where the 
G. A. R encampment was held 
In 


191S. The elm tree was chosen 
to 


mark the place but, since It is inevit- 
able that In time the tree will dis- 
appear, the granite 
boulder 
was 


chosen to mark the place afterwards

curity markets indicated plainly dur- 
ing all of this week that they w«re 
concerned primarily with basis things 
having to do with industry, credit 
and 
transportation,

casual reflection of temporary con- 
ditions. 
Thus, proof that the steel 


trade had made important strides for- 
ward in the June quarter was of 
much more 
significance 
than 
the 


closing down of blast furnaces here 
and there- because of lack of fuel. 


Also stocks were very little de- 


pressed because the railroad strike 
had slowed the" movement of raw 
materials and finished products. The 
market looked beyond the troubles 
of the moment. Strikes end sometime 
and it was not illogical to reason 
that when industrial peace again rul- 
ed business would again feel the im- 
pulse supplied by several weeks or 
even months of disorganized produc- 
tion.. 
LITTLE DAMAGE TO INDUSTRY. 


This is not to say, of course, that 


any real benefit can come to any- 
body through each 
bitter 
contests 


between capital and labor. It was 
fortunate in some respects, that the 
coal strike with the vast loss of pro- 
duction which it brought occurred 
at a period when industry was Just 
beginning to rise from prolonged 
prostration. Because of accumulated 
stocks and the steady output of non- 
uion 
mines, 
Industry 
has 
come 


through to date"*with very little dam- 
age. 


Whfle reports from rail union lead- 


ers and railway employers have been 
much in conflict, the every day ex- 
perience of the public has showed 
slight inconvenience and delay in the 
movement of passengers and goods 
on the railroads. Congestion has been 
severe at junction points, especially 
in Western territory, and the num- 
ber of trains has been cut in some 
localities, but commerce has not been 
handicapped severely.
